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The Gipsles! What a romance there 15 at-
tached to the very name! For ages they have
been the theme of the poet and the minstrel,
and their wild, unsettled life has a (ascinstion
aboul it that secems to hold them, in spite of
worldly clrcumstances, to their atrolling habits,
Their origin s wrapped in mystery and obsou-
rity. There s no one who cansay with certainty
whenoe they came originally, All over the
world, In everylquarter, they are seen,Swithout
nlmost an excoption, Some have held that
Egypt 15 the land of their origin, whilst others
have contended that they are the relics of the
Jost tribes of Isrnel. One thing is eertain, that,
scattered s they are over the face of the earth,
they bave one common bond of union in ther
language and thelr customs, Their language,
the Rommuani, is & peculiar jargon omy known
among thems=elves, and spoken by nearly all
their race alike in every quarter of the globe,

They appear to keep the same distinclive'char-
ncteristica of features und munpers, and do not
seem to lose them by intermarriago with the
people amongst whom they mny chance Lo stay.
Thelr strange, wandering, unsettied mode of
life is nevir changed for tie mora settled hubits
of an advanced civalization, They nre the 1sh-
maelites of the nations.

For several months pnst there have been greal
numbers of these people 1n the neighborhood of
this city. They had como originally from Eng-
Iand, snd were then seattered through the
Atlantic States, prineipally in New Jersoey,
Maryland, Delaware, and this State. Since the

eginning of June last, they have boen in our
wn immedinte ueighborhood. Early in that
Wanth, indeed, they bad congrezated in con-
Fiderable numbers in the western suburbe, from
whenoe they had been orderod by the police lor

peing disorderly. They then disappesred for o
short time about the begiuning of the preseot
month, althoueh the men were still to be seen in
West Philludelphin denling in horses. Within
the last week or so they have renppeared i

ful costume, enzing at us wonderingly but with
respeciiul manver, We funcica we saw the
majeatic  queen moring among her subjeofs
with all cthe grace and dignity of o sovereien,
We even thought ot tho superb (nrniture, the
7esgels of silver, and the ehinn, cold-banded und
wstly, Our nostrils wore even tickled in our
fancy with the rich gipsy pottage.  All this,
ind more, wers we imaginiog as we bent ouy
lusty tootsteps onward towards the distant
@mp. Nay, some ol the old romantie lezends
o the gipsies and their songs floated thronghjour
mind, snd we thoueht ot our once lavorite
